MANY SUSPECTS ARRESTED. 


Mrs. Maude Schrader and Miss Eva Ander- 
gon were set upon by four colored holdup 
men at Sixtieth street and Wentworth ave- 
nue at 10:45 o’clock last hight. Mrs. Schra- 
der’s purse was stolen, she was scratched 
and bruised about the hands and arms, and 
badly frightened. Miss Anderson saved her 
valuables by outrunning the ruffians. 

Nhe robbery occurred within four blocks 
of the Englewood Police Station and almost 
directly under an electric are light. The 
women’s scream brought scores of people to 
the street, byt the robbers jumped upon a 
Wentworth avenue car half a block from 
the scene of the robbery and escaped. Mrs. 
Schrader’s purse, which they secured, con- 
tained a few déllars and two rings. 


Women Waiting for Car. 
Mrs. Schrader lives at 1219 West Sixty- 
third street and had spent the evening with 
Miss Anderson at the latter's residence, 5087 
Wentworth avenue. At 10:45 o'clock the 
women started to go to Mrs. Schrader’s 
house and were waitingWor a car at Went- 
worth avenue and Sixtieth street, when they 
saw four colored men approaching. The 
men came from some vacant lots, and as 
they passed under the electric light near the 


women Miss Anderson remafked that she 


feared they had some evil design. Miss An- 
derson moved toward the middle 
street. Before Mrs. Schrader could follow 
two of the men set upon her. The others pur- 
sued Miss Anderson, who ran screaming 
down the street. 

The men who attacked Mrs. b at 
tempted to get possession of her purse which 
hung from her belt by a strap. One of them 
pinioned her arms from behind, while the 
other tugged at the purse. The strap held, 
however, and the purse tore in two, the por- 
tion containing the money and rings falling 
to the robber. The thief then snatched at 
Mrs. Schrader’s watch. The chain parted,. 
however, and he fatied to secure it. 

Escape on a Trolley Car. 7 
Mis Anderson’s screams by this time had 
aroused the neighborhood and several men 


‘ran from the houses. The thugs took alarm 


and fled, running toward Sixty-first street 
and boardingasouth-boundcar. 

Miss Anderson called to the conductor af 
stop, but he did not hear her. 

‘The street was all excitement after 4 
robbery, and men stood gazing after the car, 
which was speedily bearing the desperate 
robbers away. Bits of Mrs. Schrader’s watch 
chain lay on the ground, and -_ was almost 
prostrated from fright. 

When Mrs. Schrader pecovered her com- 
posure the two women walked to the Engle- 
wood Police Station and reported the rob- 
bery.

Arrested on Suspicion.

FIGHTS WITH A RABID DOG 


JOHN R. BIRD HAS DESPERATE EN. 
COUNTER IN THE DARK. 


Is Attacked by the Fierce Creature in 
the Yard at His Residence, 5127 Wa- 
Avenne—Animal Springs for 
: His Throat-—Man and Beast Clinch in 
* Struggle for the Mastery and Bat- 

tle Half an Hour—Police Go to the 

Rescue. 


John R. Bird lies at his home, 6127 Wabash 
avenue, the victim of an exciting struggle 
with a Newfoundtand dog supposed to have 
been suffering from rabies. The strange 
encounter occurred before the break of day 
gesterday morning in the rear yard of 
Bird’s residence. The man struggled with 
the infuriated brute for nearly half an hour, 
and narrowly escaped with his life before 
Sergeant Bagnell and several officers from 
the Fiftieth Street Station went to his res- 
cue in a patrol wagon. 

Mr. Bird was aroused from his slumbers 
shortly after 2 o’clock Vy strange noises 
which appeared to emanate from a shed in 
the back yard. He listened for awhile, un- 


| able to determine the source of the weird 


moans and howls, and finally decided to 
make a personal investigation. 

Mr. Bird stepped out into the dark. He 
had not gorie far when suddenly a New- 
foundland dog jumped at his throat. The 
dog was to all appearances suffering from 
rabies. It failed to reach the man’s throat 
at the first leap and sprang upon him again. 
The animal's teeth sank into the man's 
right arm just below the elbow and his 
clothes were torn by the dog’s sharp claws. 
Mr. Bird realized the danger of his position 
and shouted for help. : 

He summoned all his strength and seized 

the dog around the neck with his arms. 
Then he made a desperate attempt to stran- 
gle the animal, The dog proved too strong 
for him, however, and he was finally thrown 
to the ground weak from the exertion and 
loss of blood. The man and dog rolled about 
the ground. 
A neighbor heard Mr. Bird's cries for help 
and notified the Fiftieth Street Police Sta- 
tion By telephone. A few minutes later a 
patrol wagon filled with policemen under 
the command of Sergeant Bagnell arrived. 
The police found the man and dog still strug- 
gling on the ground. The man's face and 
clothing were covered with blood and his 
clothing was torn. 

Sergeant Bagnell struck the anima! on the 
head and it rolled over stunned by the force 
of the blow. The policemen tied the animal's 
feet so that it was powerless to renew the 
attack. Mr. Bird would,not allow the police 
to kill the dog, as he wished to have the ani- 
mal examined to ascertain whether it was 
afflicted with rabies. The police took the dog 
to the Fiftieth Street Station, where it was 
locked in a cell for safe keeping. A few 
hours after landing the antmal in the cell 
Sergeant Bagnell and others in attempting 
to remove the cords from its legs and mouth 
choked it to death. 

Mr. Bird was removed to his home and is 
at present under the care of a physician. 


His condition is critical.

“ Notwithstanding the almost impassable 
state of the road they made a forced march 
of nine miles toward Pekin, and at Nan 
tsi-Tun, about fifty miles from the Chinese 
Capital, came upon a Chinese detachment, 
which they put to ignominious flight.

BIG PAY DAY BRINGS JOY 


SOUTH CHICAGO LABORERS HAVE 
PLENTY OF MONEY. 


Illinois Steel Company Disburses Al- | 
most a’ Quarter Million Dollars — 
Employes Have No Use for Calamity 
Howlers and Express Themselves as 
Satisfied with the McKinley Brand 
of Prosperity—Business-Men Dis- 
cuss the Situation. aa 


Money amounting to almost a quarter ofa 
miilion dollars was distributed among the 
workingmen of South Chicago yesterday by 
the Illinois Steel company and the Elgin, 


It was only the bi-weekly pay day of the 
steel company, but the amount paid out by 
that concern was about §218,000, while: to 
this may be added the $20,000 or $25.0 
which was paid by the railroad — 
its 500 employés. | 1 

The steel company’s pay-roll was the 
largest in its history, ‘although the amount 
formerly paid out was from $150,000 to $175, - 
000 every two weeks. The increase is due 
to the prosperous condition of business and 
the improvements made at the ore docks of 
the company, by which it is enabled to 
ande more ore, and, therefore, to employ 
more men. 

Wage Scale Is High. | 

The checks ranged from $20 to as high as 
$150; and even more. Many men working at 
common labor drew from 625 to $35 for their 
‘two weeks’ work, and no common laborer 
drew less than $1.50 a day. 

How do the men feel?’ said one of a 
group of the workmen as they left the plaat, 
to whom the query was put. How should 
we feel? We feel good. There is work for 
all at good wages, and that has been the con- 
dition for four years past. I remember 1873 
4 1894, and I don't want any more of it in 

ne. 

That's right,“ chimed in another. We 
have had four years of good times, and we 
don’t want any changes. We are satis Red 

“The boys ain’t talking politi¢és much.“ 
said another, Who appeared to be something 
of a leader among the men. They are too 
busy making money to think much about 
politics. But from what I hear among them 
they feel that it is the wrong time to talk 
about a change when everything is so thor- 
oughly satisfactory. They know what they 
have, and they are afraid that if the coun 
is all torn up by a change of administration 
they may not be as well off as they are now.”

All Are Well Satisfied. 


This feeling was found to be the prevalling 
‘one among all of the men who expressed 
their views, and was echoed among the bugi- 
ness-men of South Chicago with a 
manager of C. R. Cave's big department 
store: 

„The boys are all working, are getting 
good wages, and appear to be well satisfied. 
Business is excellent for this season of the 
year, which is generally,dull. The prospects 
for the fallare fine. A noticeable fact is that 
there is a growing demand for a better class 
of goods. Where a workingman formerly 
was satisfied with a $10 suit of clothes he 
purchases a $15 suit now, and that ie true of 
all other lines. One result of this is that the 
men in the steel works are organizing for 
McKinley, and while the Thirty-third is nat- 
urally a Democratic ward, I think it will go 
the other way this fall. The last four years 
of prosperity during McKinley's administra- 
tion has done the business.”’ |

Three Sergeants on Trial in 
Elsiner Case Relieved 
from Duty. 


CHIEF WITNESS ABSENT. 


Hearing Continued a Few Days 
and Order Issued to Search 
For and Find Him.

CHIEF KIPLEY IN EARNEST. 


Police Sergeants O' Nen end Brundage of 
the West Chic Aven te Statipn, and Ser- 
geant Carey of the Attrill Street Station 
were suspenced yesterday on evidence sub- 
mitted to the Police Trial board. The 
suspension is made pending an Investigation 
of the charge that they have failed to re- 
turn valuables taken from Frank Elsner 
when he Was booked in the West Chicago 
Avenue Station last February. Chief of 
Police Kipley also stated that he would re- 
fuse te permit the sergeants to make repara- 
tion to Elsner now, as it was alleged they 
were endeavor.ig to do. 

Elsner did not appear before the Trial 
board when the hearing was begun, and, in 
his absence, no satisfactory presentation of 
the charges conid be made. It was decided, 
however, that enough evidence was sub- 
mitted to warrant the suspension of the effi- 
cers pending further investigation. Chief 
Kipley instructed Inspector Kalas to secure 
rl Shas of Elsner at the hearing next 
w 


It was learned by Chief Kipley that on 
Feveral other occasions valuables have been 
missing from the safe in the station, in which 

they had been placed, and that the lost ar- 
ticles had to be paid for by the sergeants in 
charge. He expressed indignation when he 
learned of these complaints, and asked In- 
spector Kalas why he had not called the 
attention of his superior officer to such facts. 
Inspector Kalas replied that he had not been 
Inspector when valuables were missed from 

“I shall find who the gullty man is if it 
takes me a year,” said Chief Kipley. ‘I 
will not have thieves on the police force.“ 

Upon a report that Elsner had left Chicago 
and would not prosecute the officers on the 
charge he had made against them, Inspector 
Kalas was ordered to get his testimony and 
to prevent any restitution being made for the 

purpose of closing the case. 


Reports from the Men Accused. 


Inspector Kalas submitted written reports 
from the sergeants accused to the Trial 
board. Sergeant O'Neill said in his report 
that he had received Elsner’s property and 
had placed it in the safe. The next day, 
when Elsner was taken to the Detention 
Hospital, O’ Nell stated that he saw the valu- 
ables in the safe, but that he thought it was 
the duty of the sergeant in charge to send 
them to the owner in the hospital. He‘stated 
that he had called the attention of Sergeant 
Carey, then at the West Chicago Avenue 
Station, to the articles. Carey stated that he 
had not seen them. The only connection that 
Sergeant Brundage is said to have with the 
case is that he was desk sergeant at the time 
the valuables were placed in the safe and 
had access to it.

ADMIRAL DEWEY HAS 


One Hundred and Fifty Physicians Ap- 
pointed to Care for Sick Veterans— 
McKinley to Receive Flag Made by 
Sheridan’s Mother. 


Neither an acceptance nor an expression 
of regret has been received from Admiral 
Dewey by the G. A. R. Entertainment com- 
mittee, although the Admiral was invited 
at the same time the President and other 
notables received invitations. Why the Ad- 
miral has not observed the custom of 
formally declining if he does not intend to 
be present is a matter for speculation on 
the part of Colonel Harper and other mem- 
ders of the committee. | 

An important committee of the encamp- 
ment is to be that on medical at- 
tendance. One hundred and fifty physi- 
cians, who will wear badges and uniform 
hats, have been appointed, with Dr. Thomas 
J. Robeson as medical director, to look after 
sick veterans and their families. On ac- 
count of the advancing age of the war- 
riors of a third of a century ago this com- 
mittee is more important this. year than at 
any previous encampment. Headquarters 
will be established in the Keith Buliding, 
and emergency stations and ambulances will 
be located at intervals, with particular at- 
tention to the line of march. Physicians 
will visit every schoolhouse used for free 
quarters twice each day, and will make fre- 
quent calls at the various rest stations. 
Those veterans who appear old and decrepit 
will be advised to refrain from parading if 
the weather be hot, so that the scenes which 
occurred last year at Philadelphia, when | 
several veterans died as a result of the 
parade, will not be repeated here.

"KNOWN IN AMERICA. 


Deprived of Sight Since Birth, Miss 
Blanche Fearing Attained Promi- 
nence in Literature and Also at the 


Miss Blanche Fearing, said to be the only 


blind woman lawyer in America, died at 
Eureka Springs, Ark., on Monday last. The 
body was brought to her late home, 430 Chi- 
cago avenue, this city, yesterday. It was 
accompanied by her mother, who was pres- 
ent during the daughter's last illness. 


Miss Fearing, who was blind from birth, 


was born in western Iowa. She attained a 
position at the Chicago bar and acquired 
some prominence as a writer of verse. Her 
first poem was published when she was 8 
years old, and she subsequently attracted 
the favorable attention of Oliver Wendell 
Holmes, John G. Whittier, and others. Her 
first volume was entitled

Yesterday at South Chicago the Illinois 
Steel company paid to its 6,000 workmen 
$218,000 for two weeks’ work. Four years 
ago it was paying to less than half that num- 
ber of workmen much less than half that 


| amount of money. In 1896 the best common 
workman got only $1.20 a day. Now the low- 
est pay given to any common laborer is $1.50 


a day. {Wages are on the average 25 per 
cent higher than they were four years ago 
and work is steadier. The plant of the 
Illinois Steel company has been running 
every day this year, and unless there is an 
improbable change in the situation there 
will be no shutdown this year. As two 
new blast furnaces are building, the number 
of men in the company’s employ will be 
much larger soon than it is now. 
There is now in South Chicago much 
work, steady work, and well paid work 
for men who ¢an be employed in iron and 
steel mills, while four years ago there was 
little work, and that was uncertain and 
poorly paid. It is easy to give a reason for 
the difference between past and present 
conditions. Since 1896 an enormous de- 
mand for iton and steel has sprung up and 
the men in the business have prospered 


+ everywhere, in the East and the South as 


well as in the West. That is the superficial 
explanation. It does not go to the root of 
the matter and explain why there should 
have been so urgent a demand from all 
parts of the country from men engaged in 
so many different industries for the ma- 
terials which have been mentioned. 
During the dreary years which immediate- 
ly preceded 1897 the acute fear of a collapse 
of the monetary system and a subsequent 
stoppage oft most business enterprises 
checked consumption and production. Rafl- 
roads did not extend their lines. Manufac- 
turers who tise iron and steel as their raw 
materlals bought sparingly, for the demand 
for their products had decreased greatly. 
When it was determined in November, 1896, 
that the gold standard and the full value 
dollar were to be retained every industry 
revived. The iron and steel manufacturers 
were able to offer work to many mén in- 
in 1896. : | 
How long the present pleasing condition 
of affairs at South Chicago will last de- 
pends somewhat on the iron and steel men 
themselves, but mainly on the American 
voters. The former by pushing prices to 
too high a point can reduce consumption 
and keep it. reduced until they see the folly 
of their course.

The 
streets are kept clean and allefs and courts 
reasonably so, but no new system of sewers 
has been built and no provision has been 
made for the cleansing of the harbor. Until 
these matters have been attended to there 
will be yellow fever at Havana every sum- 
mer, even though the sanitary and street 
cleaning departments continue as efficient 
as they are now. Whether they will under 
a Cuban government is questionable. 

Until Havana bas been regenerated in a 
sanitary sense it will be a menace every 
summer and fall to the cities on the south 
Atlantic and gulf coasts of the United 
States. The American authorities will have 
te be continually on the lookout to guard 
against the importation of a dreaded dis-

DEUTSCHLAND WINS THE PRIZE. 
Though only two of the feur fast ocean 
steamships have completed the race across 
the Atlantic at this writing, it is clear 
that the coveted prize—the-contract for 
carrying the mails from New York to Lon- 
don—belongs to the Hamburg-American 
steamer Deutschland. This fine ship has 
not only eclipsed its own record-breaking 
maiden trip, but it has surpassed the hither- 
to unprecedented record of the North Ger- 
man Lloyd steamer’ Kaiser Wilhelm der 
Grosse. When it was announced that the 
thé Kaiser Wilhelm der Grosse had broken 
all Bastern records by steaming from 
Sandy Hook to Cherbourg in five days, 
nineteen hours, and forty-four minutes, its 
many admirers thought it was the winner. 
But a few hours later came the news that 
the Deutschland had made the journey 
from Sandy Hook to Plymouth, England, 
in five days, eleven hours, and forty-five 
minutes. It is not likely that either the 
York will go under 
these remarkable reeords. Germany car- 
ries off the honors. Both the fast ships 
are made in Germany and manned and 
sailed by Germans. 
The Deutschland traveled at an average 
speed of 23.32 knots per hour and its highest 
day’s run was 552 knots. This is the 
best time ever attained by any ocean steam- 
er in a regular transatlantic: voyage. It 
is a rate of about twenty-eight ordinary 
miles an hour, which will compare favor- 
ably with the speed of the overland train 
in crossing the Ameritan continent. The 
helm der Grosse traveled 3,184 
knots at an average houriy speed of 22.79 
knots. Its largest daily run was 541 knots. 
While this is a remarkable performance 
it is thrown into the background by the 
still greater burst of speed achieved by its 
rival.

DEATH OF A GREAT RAILROAD BUILDER. 

Collis P. Huntington, who died yester- 
day at his summer lodge in the Adiron- 
dacks, will go down into history as one 


of the greatest of railroad builders. It 


was due to his foresight and hard work 


that the Central Pacific, the first of the 


great transcontinental roads, was built and 
at the time of his death he was connect- 
ed as a director or other officer with no 
less than twenty-six railroad lines. 

In many ways Mr. Huntington was a 
type of the shrewd, calculating, money 
making Connecticut Yankee. 
man of dynamic energy and left his mark 
on every enterprise he took hold of. When 
a mere boy he was actively engaged in busi- 
ness and he seems to have been success- 
ful, at least so far as making money ie 
concerned, in everything he undertook, 
When gold was discovered in California 
in 1849 Mr. Huntington was engaged with 
his brother in the general merchandise 
business. He sold his interest at once 
and started by way of the Isthmus of Pana- 
ma for the gold mines. On the way he 
was detained three months on the isthmus 
and by a characteristic stroke of busines« 
he increased his original capital of $1,200 
to $5,000 while he was waiting for a ship. 
Too careful or too shrewd to risk his 
money in mines, he opened a hardware 
business at Sacramento and within a few 
years accumulated a large fortune. When 
the great Comstock lode was discovered 
and miners began td flock in by the thou- 
sand the need for a transcontinental rail- 
road became pressing aud Huntington, 
with a few men of similar daring mold, 
started out to build it. How under his 
direction the great enterprise was carried 
to success in the face of obstacles which 
would have overwhelmed a man of less 
tenacious will and tremendous energy, is 
a story often told but one of the most 
picturesque and interesting in the develop- 
ment of the great West. | 

Gradually Huntington's railroad inter- 


ests grew and his fortune with it. At 


the time of his death he was estimated to 
be worth more then fifty millions of dol- 
lars, while by the great railroad and manu- 
facturing interests which he controlled 
more than fifty thousand men are em- 
ployed. 

He has been charged with being tn- 
scrupulous in his dealings. It is certain 
that he was hard and unyielding and that 
he often pushed one of his enterprises to 
success ‘at the cost of utterly crushing out 
ofexistence less powerful competitors. 
But his largeness of vision, his tenacity 
of purpose, and his wonderful skill as an 
organizer compel admiration. His was a 
great constructive genius. A dosen times 
he achieved what weaker men had declared 
to be impossible. That he might easily 
have done more for his country and for 
mankind affects in no way the fact that his 
ability was splendid and his achievements 
great. 
MUNICIPAL V8. PRIVATE OWNERSHIP. 
The long expected report of the Depart- 
ment of Labor concerning “ water, gas, 
and el e light plants under private and 
municipal ownership,” the work for which 
was entered upon late in 1897, bas ap- 
peared. ; It is, however, disappointing, not 
for what it contains but for what it lacks. 

The main result shown appears to be 
that, taking the 659 water plants, the eleven, 
gas plants, and the 820 electric light 
plants, owned by. municipalities and cov- 
ered by the investigation, and comparing 
with them the 875 water plants, the 344 
gas plants, and the 632 electric light plants 
privately owned and covered by the investi- 
gation—all these together representing 
56.29 per cent of the total product of such 
plants in the country—the cost of pro- 
duction” and the price charged to con- 
gumeérs are generally lower in the case of 


„municipal than of the private plants, and 


the cost of production to a municipality 
which supplies its own needs is generally 
less than the price which it would have to 
pay a private company for equivalent 
service.. 

It is exceedingly difficuit, however, to 
give with accuracy and confidence any gen- 
eral results from this report, and this 
is due in no small degree to the fact that 
the department has studiously _ refrained 
from even attempting to gather up and 
state such results. The business of inter- 
pretation on broad and illuminating lines, 
or, indeed, in any way whatever, has been 
entirely omitted—one feels like saying has 
been entirely shirked—in the report itself 
and this is the reason why it is disap- 


Its 983 pages, designed, as the introduc- 
tion states, to “ bring out the essential 
facts relating to private and municipal 
ownership of waterworks, gasworks, and 
electric plants,” are simply that many pages 
of tables. WHighty-six of these pages are 
given to text, but that contains nothing 
except a literal restatement: of certain 
summaries from those tables. These 988 
pages of facts the department casts 
upon the public “ withodt note or com- 
There is from beginning to end 
neither discussion nor conclusion based on 
them;

Two nen broke into the postoffice at Mor- 
gan Park 6h Monday fight, blew open the 
safé, gathered all the money, stamps, and 
postal cards in sight, packed their plunder 
into a mail sack, and made their escape by 
driving to Chicago With a horse and buggy.
